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This rep'ort consists of an article froi the December 
1979 issues of the Monthly Labor Review, an explanatory note, and 
supplementary tables. The article considers these factors which 
deternine the length of time a person works continuously for the sane 
employer: age and sex, marital status of women, race, .and occupation 
and industry. It is shown that workers under age 25 change 
occupations most frequently: sin<3[le women, generally remain in the 
same job longer: white men had worked longer on their current jobs 
than black men, but black women had worked longer than white women: 
and farmers, had the lonaest job tenure of any occupational group, and 
workers in the construct^icn and trade industries had the shortest. 
The explanatory note briefly describes the basic labor force 
•concepts, saiple design, estimating methods, and reliability of the 
data used in t"he report and based on a question in the January 1978 
Current Population Survey, supplementary tables include tenure on

Many factors determine the length of time a person 
woYks continuously for the same employer. Among the 
most 'important are seasonal and econofnic develop- 
ments, and demographic characteristics. Seasonal fluc- 
tuations in some industries, such as cmistruction and 
retail trade» may prevent some workers from gaining 
even 1 year of continuous employment. Similarly, re- 
sort employees or migrant farmworkers may have sev- 
eral iemployers during the course of a year. Others, 
especially the self employed, professionals, and some 
highly skilled workers tend to remain employed at the 
* same job for a longer time, due t>artly to the large in- 
vestment in capital, training, and education their jobs 
require. , ^ 

' Individual characteristics such as age, sex, marital 
status, and race also are important determinants^ of how 
long a worker wants to remain in any one job. Many^ 
personst especially those under the age 23, voluntarily 
shift from one employer to another as they seek work 
they t>refer. ^ (Mder workers are more likely to r^ain 
with the same employer^ longer, especially if their earn? 
ings reflect longevity increases, or they have accumulat- 
ed pension or seniority rights. 
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About 30 percent of the 91 million Americans em- 
ployed in January 1978 were working at jobs they had 
found during th^ prior year. At the other end of the 
tenure spectrum, ofie fourth of the Workers Htd been at 
the same job for over 10 y^rt (ubie I), In January 
1978, median job tenure for air workers was 3.6 yei^rs, 
somewhat less than in 1%8 and 1973:'

The decline in job tenure reflects tWo basic trends 
tha^t have t>een evident for 10 or IS years: the large in* 
flow into the work force of youths and women, who 
start at the bottom as, new entrants or reentrants, and 
the trend toward earlier retirement, which removes 
some of the workers with the longest tenure. The rela- 
tively high unemployment in recent years also has been 
a contributing factor. 

-* Job tenure is defined as the length of time an employee 
has worked steadily for the same employer, though not 
necessarily in the same occupation. A steady period^f 
employment at a particular job is one in which there 
have been no interruptions except for vacations, tempo-^ 
rary i|^ess, strikes, layoff's of less than 30 days, and 
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similar short-tcnn^absciiccs. Hniployment is considered 
terminated if a |)erson quits or is laid off from a job for 
30 day^ or more, enters the Anned I-orces, or transfers 
to a job in a different company. 

Age and sex diffei^nces ^ . ^ 

Average job tenure is linked directly to age. I'he 
nearly 1.2 million workers age 70 and over had the Ion- 
got average tenure, reflecting in part the many self- 
employed in this group. Tenure for teenagers was less 
than 6 months in light of their recent entfy into the 
work force, the temporary nature of ^any of their jobs, 
and thei/ tendency to change jobs. Workers age 20 to 
24 also had very short tenure, slightly less than I year, 
reflecting 'in part thai some had recently entered the 
work force after completion of high school or college, 
or aft(^r military service. Young workers are also prone 
to change jobs as they search for a suitable career. 

In January 1978» average job tenure for wom^n was 
aboi^t 2.6 ycarsj and for men» about 4.5 years. The low- 
er duration ''for women is Result of the large propor- 
tion under age 25, and the tdfidency of many to leave 
the work force at least once curing their working lives 
because of family^ responsibilities. For men under 25r 
tenure is also low. However, the gap between women 
and men widens after 25. In the S5 to 59 age group, 
women's tenure is 6.5 years Jess than that of men. 

Over the t>ast decade the average tenure of women 65 
to 69 has decreased from 10.5 to 7.5 years» partially be- 
cause many with long work histories are now obtaining 
retirement ))enefits and leaving the^^^rk force. ^ This 

leaves a larger proportion with shorfer tenure.

Mvital status of woiiieti 

Average tenure of women workers varies with their 
marital status, as well ad with age. In January 1978, in 
every age group from 25 to 64 years,' single women 
(never married) had been on the same^job longer than

Racial variatipns 

Job tenure for whites was alxnit the siune as for 
blacks, and about I year longer than lor workers of 
Hispanic origin.^ White men had workeil longer on their 
current jobs "than black men. but black women had 
worked longer than white women. (Sec table 3.) 

The lower job tenure for black men as comparirf 
with white men reflects the occupations \n which these 
two groups tend to be employed. Black men are more 
heavily represented among service workers, operatives^ 
and nonfarm lab<^rers» (Kcupational groups in which un- 
employment rates are generally above average and' ten- 
ure is below average. More white men are in the 
professi6nal and managerial occupations in which un< 
employment rates are relatively low and tenure higher. 
'. Job tenure for black women exceeded that f(tr white 
women in January 1978 partly because of the large in- 
flux of white women into the labor force during recent 
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yeari. Labor force participation rates for white worncii 
historically have been much lower than those for black 
women. During the 1960*5 ancf I970's. the labor force 
participation rate of white women increa^ dramatical- 
ly, while the rate for black women rose only slightly., 
Ai a result, the white rate is now only slightly lower 
than that for blacks/ 

Tenure of black women n^rly doubled in the past^ 
decade, froin 2.0 years to 3.6 years, while that for white 
women did not rise significantly. A greater proportion 
of black wofncn arc now employed in prdTcssional and- 
maitagerial jobs than in l%*i and fewer work as do- 
mestics, where their tenure is about the average for all 
•women. 

Tenure by occupation. Mid Industry 

Farmers had by far the longest job tenure of any oc- 
cupational group, about^20 years for men, and over 8 
years for women (Table 4). Farmers are self-employed 
and tend to operate their farms regardless of,Hncmploy- 
mcnt fluctuations in other industries. Farmers also tend 
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to be older than the average worker (6l^^rcmt arc age 
45 and over, double the percentage for all workers), rel- 
atively few young persons have the capital to purchase 
and operate a farm. 

Among men, managers Thid work^ longer (almost 6 
yeaes) on their current jobs than aiiV other major (xxu- 
pational group 'except (amiers For wonienl^the* manage- 
rial occupation was I of 4 occupations with equally 
high duration. Unemployment rates are generally lower 
for^managers than any other occupational group, and 
managers tend to be older than the average worker. 

For both men hnd women, tenure was low for non- 
farm, laj^rcrs and service workers! in part because some - 
are employed in industries subject to seasonal fluctua- 
tions, and because they tend to be younger tfian mo^t 
other workers. 

Job tenure for wage and salary Worked in non- 
agrivrultural industries was longest (nearly 7 years for 
men and 4 yeanr for women) in the transportation and 
j;>ublic utilities industry group, anid in public administra- 
*tion (Federal, State, and local goyerpmcnt). Workers in 
these industries a^e less likely to be laid off' and their 
jobs are l?ss likely^ be affiected by cyclical factors 
than in other industries. Tenure was lowest for workers 



in the construction and trade industries.

RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES ' * • 

Estimating Procedure . The estimating procedure used In this survey 
Inflates weighted sample results to independent estimates of the civilian 
nonlnatitutlonal population by age, sex, and race. These independent 
estimates ars based on statistics from the 1970 Census of Population 
and other data on births, deaths, immigration, emigration, and six* of the 
Armed Forces. 

Variability . Since the estimate? are based on a sample, thsy may differ 
somewhat from the figures that would have been obtained if a complete 
census had betffr^^ takin using the same schedules an^ procedures. As In 
any survey,- the results are also subject to errors of response and 
reporting, ifiese may be relatively large in the case <>f persons with 
irre^lar attachment to. the labor force. Particular care should be 
exercised In the interpretation of figures based on relatively small 
estioiaCtes as well as small ^differences between figures. 

.The standard, error Is primarily' a measure of sampling variability, 
that .is, of - the variations that might occur by chance becaussi a saajple 
rather than the entire" population is surveyed. As calculated for this 
report, the' standard error also partially measures the effect of response 
and enumeration errors but does not measure any systematic biases In the 
data. The chances are about 68 out J9f 100, that an estimate from the 
sample would differ from a' complete census ,by less than the standard 
erroT.

The reliability of an estimated percentage that is based on sample data
